rI^IIl'i  article  entitled  "Ezekiel  Cheever  and  some  of  bis  I» 
JL  ants,"  published  by  me  in  the  Reqisteu  for  April,  i 
(xxxiii.  164),  contained  a  biograpliical  notice  of  Ezekiel  I  beever, 
the  famous  master  of  the  Boston  Latin  School,  who  was  born  in 
London,  Jan.  25,  ltil-i,  and  who  died  here  iii  Boston,  August  21, 
1708,  with  some  account  of  his  descendants  in  the  line  of  his  eldest 
aon,  the  Kev.  Samuel  Cheever  (Harv.  Cull.  L65tf),  tlie  Brsl  settled 
minister  of  Marblehcad.  Proof  of  the  common  ancesti  . 
those  who  are  now  known  to  have  borne  the  name  of  Cheever  in 
colonial  times  in  New  England,  is  clearly  furnished  by  the  iHiblic 
records,  and  may  be  briefly  referred  to  here.  Bartholomew  Cueb-

The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  give  a  brief  account  ol  Bartholo- 
mew and  Richard  Cheever,  and  Borne  of  the  descendants  lat- 
ter, as  a  contribution  to  a  genealogy  of  tli>-  Cheever  family.  I 
is  now  in  the  possession  <»l  Dr.  George  Cheyne  Shattuck,  of  B  stou 
(Harv.
